South' Has a Splendid 
Chance to Progress on 
Own Initiative and Abil- 
ity, He Declares. 


New Orleans, May 15.—Southern 
cotton growers and affiliated inter- 
ests from the entire southern belt, 
at a conference here tonight unani- 
mously adopted plans submitted to 
them for the formation of a $100,- 
000,000 cotton exports corporation, 
and the organization of a permanent 
corporation to be known as the 
American Cotton association. 


Urged te Get Together. 


Following an address late today 
by Governor W. P. G. Harding, of 
the federal reserve board, in which 
he urged cotton interests in the 
southern belt to “get together” and 
support a $100,000,000 cott ex- 
ports corporation, plans fox such 
an organization wgre submitted. 


Mr. Harding declared in his ad- 
dress that the cotton interests of 
the south would, by establishing the 
exports corporation, “be doing not 
only a great thing” for themselves, 
but for their country, which he said 
at this time “needs your support.” 


Pointing out that there is small 
chance for further governmental 
aid, Mr. Harding said there is a 
splendid chance for the south to 
progress on its own initiative and 
ability. The war finance corpora- 
tion, he said, should prove of as- 
sistance to the cotton corporation, 
provided the new concern is sound- 
ly financed and ably managed. 

Meney Only on Security. 

“The war finance corporation,” 
Mr. Harding declared, “can loan 
funds only on good security and it 
expects to get back every dollar it 
pays out, 

“Requests for assistance are cer- 
tain to be heavy from many varied 
interests, and in the nature of 
things there is bound to be a long 
waiting list after the door is shut.” 

The speaker read an interv ew, 
quoting Frank A. Vanderlip, of the 
National City bank, New York, to 
the effect that conditions in Europe 
are bady unsettled and likely to 
continue so for a long time. 


‘America,’ continued Mr. Harding, 
“must do the world’s financing un- 
til the world gets back on its feet. 
We have become the crdeditor na- 
tion of the world, and the net credit 
to us is approximately $10,000,000,- 
000 today. The volume of domestic 
commerce is bound to exceed foreign 
trade, but foreign trade is the best 
index to our prosperity. 

“Gratifying as these figures may 
be, from a feeling of national pride, 
they confer a solemn obligation 
upon us. -It is very necessary for 
us to continue and expand our for- 
eign trade. Conditions in Europe 
are chaotic. We also have the 
problem of the returned soldier and 


By Action Taken 
Southern Baptist Prop- 
erty Will Be _ Trans- 
ferred to Conference, 
and Boards 
Agents.

Possibly the most drastic and 
revolutionizing piece of legislation 
ever enacted by a religious body 
was taken by the Southern Baptist 
convention during its session of 
Thursday morning. No oppgqsition 
whatever was voiced in the passing 
of the enactment that means s0 
much to this denomination. 

The matter acted upon was the 
report of a special committee ap- 
pointed two years ago to inquire 
into the legal status of the con- 
vention and its boards. The con- 
vention had observed the difficul- 
ties encountered by some of the 
northern conventions and by the 
southern Methodists in convention 
with some of theireproperties. De- 
termined not to encounter the same 
experiences in any way, the con- 
vention two years ago appointed 
Honorable Clifford Walker, of Geor- 
gia; J. F. Brownlow, of Tennessee; 
M. E. Wolfe, of Texas, and Dr. 
Frank Willis Barnett, 
a committeee to investigate 
legal status of the convention. 

All Titles to Lands. 

Their report was read and adopt- 
ed, the substance of which is that 
the convention is an incorporated 
body, a charter having been grant- 
ed it by the general assembly of 
Georgia in 1845, and they recom- 
mend that all titles to all Southern 
Baptist property be transferred to 
the Southern LaptiS® convention, 
That boards act as agents for the 
convention and that hereafter all 
titles shall be vested in the South- 
ern Baptist convention. The report 
was adopted without a dissenting 
voice, 

The report, as read by Hon. Clif- 
ford Walker, attorney xenerat for 
Georgia, in full is as follows: 

“Your committee on the legal 
status of the several boards of 


the Southern Baptist convention, 
appointed by the convention of 
1917, having had under consid- 
eration the legal status of the 
boards in the light of opinion 
of able attorneys of the several 
states involved, respectfully re- 
port: 

“First. The Southern Baptist 
convention is duly and legally 
incorporated under ae special) 
charter granted by the legisla- 
ture of the state of Georgia. 

“Second. We recommend that 
the title to all property, both 
real and personal, now vested in 
the several boards of the con- 
vention, be transferred to the 
Southern Baptist convention, in- 
corporated, 

“Third. That this convention 
authorize and direct the several 
boards to continue to transact 
business as agents of this con- 
vention, under the terms and

Prominent Feature of To- 
day Will Be Address to 
Be Delivered on Church 
Federation by Dr. J. 
Campbell White.

The night of May 15, 1919, will 
forever be a night of prominence 
in the history of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention, if the enthusiasm 
and fervor, together with the great 
work planned by that denomination 
in its convention just before mid- 
night Thursday night are to be tak- 
en gs indicative of the permanency 
of any achievement, for at this 
meeting the convention threw aside 
all possible restraints and set it- 
self as the representative of a 
mighty religious body to undertake 
a mighty work in a mighty way. 

The matter before the conven- 
tion was the report of the commit- 
tee on the financial program of the 
convention, which recommended 
that the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion launch a program for raising 
the sum of $75,000,000 in five years 
for the objects fostered by the con- 
vention.

report was read and discus- 
it lasted for three hours, 
four leading 
speakers of the convention present- 
ed its merits, and pleaded for its 
adoption. At 11:20 o’clock Vice 
President Mell put the question to 
a vote. With the voice of one man 
the convention body, without a dis- 
senting voice, voted that the South- 
ern Baptist convention should un- 
dertake the enterprise and assume 
its task in the new era of the world 
and respond to the call that comes 
from every land and nation. 
Auditorium Is Packed, 

The vast Auditorium was packed, 
with not a seat in the pit or in the 
dress circle unoccupied, and very 
few in the galleries... The platform 
was packed, as well as aisles and 
all vacant spaces about the edges 
and up at the front. 3 

The specific objects to which the 
immense fund of money is to be ap- 
plied are education, state, home and 
foreign missions, church building, 
sanitariums and orphanages. The 
plan contemplates that the fund shall 
presumably $15,900,000 each year. 
presumbaly $15,000,000 each year. 
The executive committee of the con- 
vention and the secretaries of the 
various state conventions sh- dis- 
tribute the fund among the various 
objects, and apportion the amounts 
to the various state conventions 
throughout the connection.

Is Being Held for Kill- 
ing of Roommate, May 


Come to Close Today. 


The trial, which started on Thurs- 
day, of Ed D. Wise, young South 
Carolinian, charged with the mur- 
der of his roommate, Grover C. 
Wright, who was found ina dying 
condition on April 7 near Haber- 
sham road, will be resumed Friday 
when the state will introduce other 
witnesses to prove that the slaying 
followed robbery on the part of the 
defendant. 

Evidence brought out on Thurs- 
day established the fact. that 
Wright had exhibited a small sack 
containing money ground his board- 


ing house on South Pryor street and | 


that Wise had seen it; also. that 
Wright and Wise went together to 
the Habersham road stop on the 
Sunday evening when the dead man 
was attacked, and that Wise came 
home alone. 

The first witness put on 
stand by the state was Dr. 
Huguley, who performed the oper- 
ation on Wright which was made 
in an endeavor to save his life after 
he was brought to a hospital in a 
dying condition. The physician 
stated that his head was badly 
crushed, the marks indicating that 
he had been hit with a heavy blunt 
instrument, 

Tells of Finding Barwtfr. 

Bud Johnson, who found Wright’s 
body, and County Policeman C. J. 
Carroll, who was one of three from 
the police department to answer a 
call and go to the spot where the 
tragedy occurred, told of the cir- 
umstances of finding the barber. 


Mr. Carroll described the money 
bag which he found on the ground 
close to the prostrate man as twist- 
ed, instead of closed, at the top, 
gnd marked with biood stains. The 
dying man's pockets were turned 
out, he gaid. 

Upon crogs-examination Carroll 
stated that he heard Wright say 
three words while on the operating 
table, which were “Oh, Sam, don’t.” 

J. C. Preston, the conductor with 
whom the two friends went on the 
car on Sunday evéning, testified 
that he saw them leave the car at 
the Habersham road _ stop about 
10:27 o’clock. The motorman with 
whom Wise returned to town, J. R, 
Hanes, said that he got on the car 
at Dead Man’s Curve in the neigh- 
borhood of 10:55. 

Two fellow boarders gave testi- 
mony concerning Wright’s posses- 
sion of the bag of money which was 
said to have belonged to the owner 
of the barber shop where Wright 
worked. 

Owing to the fact that two of the 
witnesses for the defense were com- 
pelled to return Thursday night to 
their homes in South Carolina, they 
were put on the stand, although the 
prosecution had not completed its 
case. One of these was a substan- 
tial farmer from Scarborough coun- 
ty, South Carolina, who told of the 
good reputation which Wise, who 
came to Atlanta some time ago to 
secure a position with the street 
railway company, had borne in his 
community. 

Wife's Mother on Stand. 

The other witness was the mother 
of Wise's first wife, who stated that 
she had returned to Wise on March 
27 $50 which she owed him, testi- 
mony which was the defense’s first 
answer to the robbery motive charg- 
ed by the state. 

It is hoped that the case can be 
finished Friday afternoon, though 
it is practically certain that this 
can only be accomplished with two 
sessions. SolicitorsJohn A. Boykin 
and Assistant Solicitor T. A. Steph- 
ens represent the state, while At- 
torneys Roy Lewis and Thomas C. 
Hamer, of South Carolina, are coun- 
sel for the defense, 

The plea of the defense will be 
based it appeared\on the statement 
made some time ago by Wise that 
when he and Wright got off the 
Buckhead car they were met by a 
man and two girls, and that the 
man was responsible for the killing 
of his friend. Conductor Preston 
testified on the stand that Wise had 
told him going out on the car that 
the two of them were going to meet 
some girls. The name of the mys- 
terious slayer was given as “John 
Williams” but so far no trace of 
him has been found. 

Sitting by the prisoner Thursday 
was his mother and a small son who 
slept peacefully during the after- 
noon session.

Americus, Ga., May 16.—The court- 
martial considering the case of Pri- 
vate James E. McAnally, charged 
with being one of the persons who 


painted the Wirz monument in Ger- 
man colors, reached its verdict of 
guilty at 12:10 o’clock this morning. 
McAnally was immediately sentenced 
to three months at hard labor at 
Fort McPherson, with half pay. 

The sentence was approved by the 
commander of the camp, Lieutenant 
Colonel Rader.

FUGITIVE AIRSHIP 


Edwards Had Orders to 
Bring Down Dirigible 
With Anti-Aircraft Guns 
If Located in Air. 


Plans of the United States navy for 
a transatlantic flight by a dirigible 
received a serious jolt this after- 
noon when the giant “blimp” C-5 
burst from her moorings in a gale 
and was swept out to sea soon aft- 
er she had arrived from Montauk 
Point, after being in the air con- 
tinuously for twenty-five hours and 
forty-five minutes. 

To Bag Airship. 

The destroyer Edwards immedi- 
ately set out in pursuit, with orders 
to bring the big gas bag down with 
anti-aircraft artillery if necessary. 
Even if the Edwards is able to 
rescue the “blimp” before some se- 
rious misfortune befalls her, it prob- 
ably will require some time to re- 
pair the damage which will result 
from her fall into the ocean. 

Lieutenant Charles G. Little, of 
Newburyport, Mass., who was given 
charge of the C-5 after her crew 
had been bundled off to bed aboard 
the cruiser Chicago, was almost car- 
ried away by the fugitive gas bag 
while making a nervy attempt to 
deflate it. 

Seated in the blimp’s nacelle when 
she broke away, he seized the rip 
cord and gave a tug, which should 
have opened up the big envelope 
and permitted the gas to escape. 
The cord broke, however, and Lieu- 
tenant Little realizing he would be 
unable to bring the ship down, leap- 
ed out from a height of 25 feet. 
His only injury was a sprained an- 
kle. a 

Planned Oversea Flights. 

The escape of the C-5 followed 
a long struggle by sailors from 
the cruiser Chicago to prevent its 
injury when gusty west winds 
swept across its mooring place in 
Quidividi basin and began tossing 
{t about. Several of the sailors, 
clinging to guy ropes, were thrown 
down by the dirigible’s final tug, 
but none was injured. 


A landing crew of 100 men under 
the direction of Lieutenant Little 
had fought with the gale for con- 
trol of the C-5 for six hours before 
it broke away. 

Wholly unsheltered on the wind- 
swept field, the dirigible pitched and 
bucked, stripping her bottom of can- 
vas and then tearing the bow plates 
away. Fenders were placed to 
blunt the shock and the men of the 
landing crew rode wildly as they 
clung to the carthrough its oscil- 
lations under succeeding gusts of 
wind, endeavoring to save it. 

Ordered Others Out. 

When the wind rose more than 
30 miles an hour to 40, the rigging 
on the nose of the nacelle gave way

Brooklyn, May 15.—(Special.) 
The steamships Hudson and Lo- 
pez, carrying contingents of the 
82d division, which were due at 
Hoboken Friday, have not ar- 
rived and no wireless has been 
received from them. 

Colonel White, of the 325th in- 
fantry, states that troops from 
Georgia, Tennessee and Florida 
will be sent to Camp Gordon in 


small detachments, a@ carload at 
a time, as fast as they complete 


the routine at Camp Upton. 


If present plans are carried into 
effect by war department officials, 
approximately 6,000 men and of- 
ficers of the Eighty-second division 
will leave Camp Upton, N. Y., in 
contingents of about 600 each for 
Camp Gordon, the first of these con- 
tingents being slated to arrive at 
Camp Gordon for demobilization 
early next week. 

This information, together with 
the fact that of the 6,000 men and 
officers to come here, about 3,000 
each were trained at Camp Gordon 
and Camp Wheeler, was received by 
The Constitution Thursday from a 
thoroughly reliable source.

the women of the ninth ward met 
Thursday afternoon at the home of 
Mrs. Gordon Johnstone, 153 North 
Moreland avenue, and organized 
the first league of women voters 
in the state, with the following offi- 
cers: Mrs. W. A. Maddox and Mrs. 
Gordon Johnstone, co-chairmen; 
Mrs. R. F. Hinman, secretary; Mrs. 
George 8S. Obear, Jr., publicity chair- 
man, 

Preceding the business’ session 
Mayor Key, Ernest Buchanan, chair- 
man of the city executive commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Maddox made short 
talks, being introduced by Mrs, 
Johnstone, presiding officer. Mrs, 
Maddox stated that the purpose of 
the meeting was summed up in the 
one great principle of good citizen- 
ship. The immediate duty of the 
league will be the registration of 
every woman in the ward. 

District Chairmen Named, 

Ten district chairmen were ap- 
pointed who will begin this work 
at once. With the workers who 
will report to these district chair- 
men, it is stated, that within 24 
hours every woman in the ninth 
ward can be reached and interested 
in any special measure or plan. 

Mayor Key talked of the plan for 
free school books, and of the op- 
portunity afforded the women of 
Atlanta in aiding general suffrage 
in the state. Much will depend, he 
said, upon how many women go to 
the polls now that they have the 
chance. If they do not evince any 
interest the privilege might be tak- 
en away from them, while if they 
handle the primary vote intelli- 
fgently there will be an inclination 
to grant further suffrage. 

That it will not be necessary for 
all women to leave their homes to 
register was the statement made by 
Mr. Buchanan, who said that ten 
women will be appointed in every 
ward to register the women in their 
homes and elsewhere. With this 
exception, women will vote in iden- 


tically the same way as men. They 
will have to pay a $1 poll tax, he 
said, 

According to Mrs. Maddox, who 
outlined the purposes of the Ninth 
Ward Women Voters’ league in her 
speech, the first aim will be to 
work for the further enfranchise- 
ment of women, and the second will 
be to work for improvement in 
school conditions. The committees 
to be formed in the league will be 
planned in accord with the plat- 
form of the National Women Voters’ 
league, proposed by Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, president of the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage association. 

Activities of Women, 


The activities will include work for 
American citizenship, the protection 
of women in industry, child welfare, 
social hygiene, improvement in elec- 
tion laws and methods, study of the 
food problem, unification of laws 
concerning women, and research. 

Mrs. Maddox emphasized the fact 
that the new league will be non- 
partisan, functioning under the au- 
spices of the two city suffrage or- 
ganizations. She urged the women 
to register the first step in assum- 
ing the responsibility which will 
place women in a position of help- 
fulness in keeping clean and order- 
ly the municipal home. 

A musical program was furnished 
during the afternoon by J. Foster 
Barnes and Miss Martha Bartholo- 
mew.

The NC-3, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Commander John H. Towers, 
followed eighteen minutes later, to 
the accompaniment of great cheer- 
ing from the crews of the base flo- 
tilla and groups of Newfoundland- 
ers on shore, 

A short time later, however, both 
reappea”ed, and, coming to a stop 
near the mother ships, began, ap- 
parently, to discharge excess fuel 
to reduce their weight. A second 
attempt to “hop off” was not made, 
however, and the big seaplanes re- 
turned to their mooring places, 

The appearance of the NC-4, 
which had been’ sighted shortly 
after the NC-l and NC-3_ taxied | 
down the harbor, was believed to 
have influenced Commander Towers 
in his decision to postpone the “hop 
off’ so that all three planes might 
start together. 

Cheers Greet NC-4, 

The NC-4 was apparently ufi- 
harmed by her flight from Hali- 
fax, but an examination will be 
made tonight to determine whether 
any repairs are necessary before 
the “big jump.” She came into 
the harbor from the east, flying 
low, and was greeted by cheers from 
the sailors and natives who had 
gathered to see the “one” and “three” 
get away.

It was confidently expected that 
the planes, possibly accompanied by 
the NC-4, which arrived at Trepas- 
sey Bay during the day, would get 
under way just before sundown to- 
morrow and reach the Azores some 
time Saturday afternoon. 

“Officials remaining at the navy 
department late tonight were great- 
ly interested in the Associated Press 
dispatches from St. Johns, N. F., re- 
porting that the C-5 had been found 
about 85 miles off the Newfound- 
land coast. No report of the finding 
of the big dirigible had reached the 
navy department at midnight. 
Whether the airship was seriously 
damaged in her wild flight was of 
much interest to officials, although 
it wes considered certain that the 
ship evidently had been damaged 
beyond use for some time in any 
transatlantic attempt.” 

Hard Blow to Navy. 

The loss of the C-5, which was 
offically reported as drifting east- 
ward from St. Johns before a vig- 
orous wind after having broken 
loose from her moorings was a sé- 
rious blow to navy officials.

No News on Treaty. 

Washington, May 15.—No infor- 
‘mation regarding the Austrian peace 
‘treaty has reached the state depart- 
ment and officials here had no idea 
as to its length or whether a sum-

HUNS TO REFUSE 
PRESENT TERMS. 


Berlin, May 14.—Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau, the head of the 
German peace delegation, in commu- 


‘nicating. to the other members of 


the delegation the text of the three 
notes he sent to Premier Clemen- 
ceau, pointed out that. the peace 
treaty in its present form could not 
be accepted and could not be signed 
because it was impossible to fulfil! 
its terms. 

Dispatches from Versailles report- 
ing the count’s action add that he 
told the German delegation that it 
would sign nothing it was not in- 
tended to fulfill. The delegation, he 
continued, would endeavor to im- 
prove the treaty and make its sign- 
ing possible. 


RANTZAU’S NOTES 
TURNED DOWN. 


Paris, Wednesday, May 14.—The 
council of four has declined to con- 
sider the note from Count’ von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, chief of the 
German peace mission, relative to 
international labor legislation. In 
a note sent to the German delega- 
tion today, M. Clemenceau, president 
of the peace conference, says that 
“the allied and associated govern- 
ments are of the opinion that their 
decisions give satisfaction to the 
anxiety which the German delegate 
professes for social justice, and in- 
sure the realization of reforms 
which the working classes have 
more than ever a right to expect 
after the cruel trial to which the 
world has been subjected during the 
last five years.” 

The text of the reply to the Ger- 
man note sent by M. Clemenceau 
follows: 

“Sir: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter of 
May 10 in regard to international! 
labor legislation, together with a 
draft of an international agreement 
on labor law. The reply of the 
allied and associated governments is 
as follows: 

“They take note of the declaration 


made by the German delegates that 
domestic peace and the advancement 
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of mankind depend upon the adjust- 
ment of the labor question and they 
are convinced that such adjustment 
will be rendered easier in the future 
than in the past, as men’s minds are 
freed from the fear of war, and in- 
dustry is relieved of the burden of 
armaments which German militarism 
had imposed upon it. 
Provision in Treaty. 

“Part XIIL. of the draft of the con- 
ditions of peace provides a means 
by which such adjustments can be 
made, and section IL of this part 
of the draft lays down the princi- 
ples which will progressively guide 
the labor organization and _ the 
league of nations. 

“Article 427 indicates clearly that 
the enumeration of the principles 
set forth is not exhaustive. The pur- 
pose of the labor organization is 
that it should promote the constant 
development of the international 
labor regime. 

“The labor convention has been 
inserted in the treaty of peace and 
Germany will therefore be called 
upon to sign it. In the future the 
rights of your country to participate 
in the labor organization will be 
secured, so soon as she is admitted 
into the league of nations in ac- 
cordance with article one, of the 
treaty. 

“It has not been thought neces- 
sary to summon a labor conference 
at Versailles. The conclusions of a 
syndical conference at Berne, which 
are reproduced in the draft of the 
international agreement on labor 
law referred to in the first para- 
graph of your letter of the tenth in- 
stant, had already been studied with 
the closest attention. Representa- 
tives of the trade unions had vaken 
part in the preparation of the 
articles relating to labor, 

“As appears, moreover, from the 
annex to Section 2 of part 13, 
page 200, the program of the first 
session of the international labor 
conference to be held at Washing- 


ton next October comprises the most 
important of the questions raised at 
the syndical conference at Berne. 
Trade unions will be invited to take 
art in that conference and it will 
e held under direct rules which 
will be provided for due effect being 
given to conclusions subject only 
to the assent of the competent au- 
thorities in the countries repre- 
sented. 


German Proposition. 


“The draft of the international 
agreement on iabor law, prepared 
by the German government is de- 
ficient in that it makes no pro- 
vision for the representation of Im- 
bor at the international conference 
which is proposed. It is also infe- 
rior to the provisions submitted in 
part 13 of the peace conditions in 
the following respects: 

“(A) Five years is suggested as a 
maximum interval between confer- 
ences. (Article 7.). The peace 
conditions, one year. (Article 389.). 

“(B). Each country has one vote. 
(Article 7.). The peace conditions 
give mw vote to each delegate, 
whether representing a govern- 
ment, employers or workers. (Ar- 
ticle 390.). 

“(C). Resolutions are only bind- 
ing if carried by a majority of 
four-fifths of the voting countries. 
(Article 7.). The peace  condi- 
tions provide that a majority of 
two-thirds only of the votes cast 
shall be necessary on the final vote 
for the adoption of a recommenda- 
tion, or the draft of a convention 
by the conference. (Article 405). 
“The allied and mssociated gov- 
ernments are, therefore, of the 
opinion that their decisions give 
satisfaction to the anxiety which 
the German delegate professes for 
social justice and insure the reali- 
zation of reforms which the work- 
ing classes have more than ever a 
right to expect after the cruel trial 
to which the world has been sub- 
jected during the last five years. 
“Accept, sir, etc. 

(Signed) G. CLEMENCEAU.” 

Text of Note. 

The text of the German note 
which was forwarded on May 10 by 
Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau fol- 
lows: 

“The German peace delegation to 
his excellency, the president of the 
conference, Versailles, May 


: With reference to Articles 
95 and 56 of the proposals for the 
establishment of a league of na- 
tions submitted by us, we beg here- 
with to transmit the draft of an in- 
ternational agreement on labor law, 
prepared by the German §govern- 
ment. 
“The German government is of 
one mind with the allied and asso- 
ciated governments in holding that 
the greatest attention must be giv- 
en to labor questions. Domestic 
peace and the gadvancement of man- 
kind depend vitally on the adjust- 
ment of this question. The demands 
for social justice repeatedly raised 
in this respect by the working 
classes of all nations are only part- 
ly realized in’ principle in Section 
13 of the draft of peace conditions 
of the allied and associated gov- 
ernments on the orgrnization of la- 
bor. The sublime demands have, 
for the most part, been realized in 
Germany with the assistance of tine 
working classes, as is generally ac- 
knowledged, in an exemplary man- 
ner. In order to carry them into 
execution everywhere in the inter- 
ests of mankind, the acceptance of 
the program of the German delegar- 
tion is at least necessary. We deem 
it requisite that all states should 
join in the agreement, even though 
not belonging to the league of na- 
tions. 
“In order to guarantee to the 
working classes, for whom the pro- 
posed improvements are _ intended. 
co-operation in the framing of 
these provisions, the German dele- 
gation is of the opinion that ren- 
resentatives of the national trade 
union organization of all the con- 
tracting powers should he sum- 
moned to a conference at Versailles 
to discuss and take decision on in- 
ternational labor law. before the 
peace negotiations are terminated. 
“The proceedings of this confer- 
ence should, in the opinion of the 
German delegation. be based on the 
resolutions of the international 
trade union conference in Berne, 
February 5 to 9, 1919. and the pro- 
gram for international labor legis- 
lation, addressed to the peace con- 
ference in Paris, which emanated 
from the decisions of the interna- 
tional trade union conference in 
Leeds in 1916. At the request of the 
trade unions of Germany, we beg to 
enclosea copy of these resolutions 
which have been adopted by the 
representatives of the trade union 
organizations of Bohemia, Bulgaria, 
Denmark, Germany. France, Greece, 
Holland, Italy, Canada, Norway, 
Austria. Sweden, Switzerland, Spain 
and Hungary. 
“Accept, sir, the assurance of my 
highest esteem.

“BROCKDORFF-RANTZAU.”

RANTZAU PRESENTS 


THREE NOTES. 

Berlin, Wednesday, Mav 14.— 
Count von 3rockdorff-Rantzau, 
head of the German peace mission 
at Versailles, handed to M, Clem- 
enceau, president of the peace con- 
ference, yesterday three notes, one 
of which deals with the economic 
aspect of the peace terms and the 
effect they will have on Germany. 
It is pointed out in this note that 
Germany is no longer an agrarian 
state and cannot feed more than 
forty million people. 

The economic terms of the peace 
treaty with their restrictions of 
trade and other factors which are 
involved means, the note says, “that 
many millions of people in Germany 
will perish, all the more quickly as 
the nation’s health is already brok- 
en by the blockade.” 

The note points out that Germany 
in two generations has passed from 
an agragrian to an industrial state. 
As an agrarian state, it could feed 
forty million persons and as an in- 
dustrial country it was able to pro- 
vide for 67,000,000, the note declares. 
Before the war, itis said, 15,000,000 
Germans were dependent for their 
living upon foreign trade, shipping 
and foreign raw materials. The note 
proceeds to indicate in detail how 
the peace conditions would pro- 
duce economic paralysis, destroy 
German industry and make it im- 
possible to provide work and food 
for millions of people “who would 
be obliged to emigrate or perish.” 

No relief work, however large its 
scale or however long in duration, 
could prevent wholesale loss of life, 
the note says. 

“The peace terms,” the note con- 
tinues, “would demand of Germany 
several times as many victims as 
did the war. There have been near- 
ly a million victims of the blockade,” 

Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau 
concludes by stating that he con- 
sider its his duty, before present- 
ing further details, to bring these 
general remarks to the knowledge of 
the allied and associated delegates 
and promises to furnish statistical 
evidence if it is required. 

NOTES REFERRED 
TO COMMISSION. 

Paris, May 15.—The three latest 
notes sent the allied and associated 
powers by the German peace dele- 
gation today were referred to the 
peace conference commissions on 
economic reparations and German 
frontiers.

Before a large gathering of At- 
lanta’s business men, who met at 
a luncheon in the New 
hotel, as guests of the Atlanta Ad- 
vertising club, J. W. Sanger, a com- 
missioner from the department of 
commerce, Thursday afternoon de- 
livered a strong address upon trade 
relations with South American and 
Central American countries, mak- 
ing special reference to the meth- 
ods that will have to be adopted by 
the commercial men and manufac- 
turers of the United States in order 
to hold the large business that has 
come to them through the fortunes 
of war. 

“The export trade of the United 
States since 1914, when the big war 
began in Europe, has increased trom 
per cent to more than 60 per 
cent in 1919,” declared Mr. Sanger, 
“but with peace and the resump- 
tion. of pre-war conditions, the 
European countries will again seek 
their lost business and the United 
States will have to hold its trade 
by wise and judicious business 
methods.” 

Mr. Sanger has just returned from 
a two-year trip through the ten 
South American and ten North 
American countries, making up 
Latin-America, and is making atour 
of the United States, giving mer- 
chants, manufacturers, bankers and 
advertising men the benefit of the 
knowledge concerning trade condi- 
tions that he has gathered for the 
government. 

He was introduced to the ygather- 
ing by President Sam C. Dobbs, of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce.

ily altar and assisting Americaniza- 
tion, better industrial conditions as 
regards women and children, public 
health, education and purity of life."’ 


Young People’s Commission. 


In her report of the commission of

Dr. E. Y. Mullins, President of the 
Southern Baptist Theological sem- 
inary, the largest protestant semi- 
nary in the world, wags the first 
speaker in behalf of the program 
Dr. Mullins expressed his gratitude 
for the impressiveness of the ob- 
jective and for the inspiration to 
do something big. He declared the 
program to be a challenge for en- 
listment, for imagination, for world 
regeneration, to Opportunity. to faith 
and to unity. 

Dr. George W. Truett, of Dallas 
Texas, spoke, expressing 
viction that it was a significant 
hour, not only for the world, but 
for southern Baptists, and declared 
the convention would commit an in- 
comparable error, should it let the 
hour and Opportunity pass -unused. 
He urged attention to the ten thou-

He declared the time is come 
for the church people to think and 
serve in world terms, and since 
Americans had become world citi- 
zens, the churches must make their 
plans accordingly. He declared the 
gospel to be the only remedy for the 
world’s need. 
Awnit Sending of Gospel. 

Dr. Len G. Broughton, now of 
Knoxville, but formerly of Atianta, 
said he felt it time to pray. that 


America should rightly enter upon 
the mew service she is afforded an 
opportunity to render. Giving inci- 
dents of his personal experiences in 
Europe, he declared France and Bel- 
gium, as well as Japan, await the 
sending of the gospel. His concep- 
tion of the greatest need is the en- 
listment of 100,000 men and women 
in the next five years to carry this 
gospel to the waiting lands. 

W. D. Upshaw, congressman from 
the metropolitan district of Geor- 
gia, delivered the last address, and 
for forty-five minutes held his 
hearers with his wit and urgent ap- 
peals. Mr. Upshaw frankly con- 
fessed that he wanted the Baptist 
denomination in the south to beat 
the southern Methodists, who begin 
their campaign for their centenary 
next Sunday; and he thought the 
Baptists could do it. 

He argued that. the 75,000,000 
program would give the Baptists a 


higher degree of self-respect, and 
would also increase the respect of 
the outside world for them. He ap- 
pecled to his fellow Baptists to lead. 

The above extensive program for 
missions, education, orphanages and 
church buildings, it is supposed, does 
not touch the program already 
launched to raise a sum of $5,000,000 
for ministerial relief, and $350,000 
for @ memorial to Roger Williams 
and religious liberty at Washing- 
ton city. The ministerial relief 
fund has already been in process of 
being raised, with considerable 
money already secured. The memo- 
rial fund, likewise, has been in op- 
eration for some time, with more 
than $100,000 having been contribut- 
ed in Washington city alone. 

Plan Pablicity. 

In addition to the above financial) 
program, the convention late Thurs- 
day afternoon determined to get be- 
hind the entire program with a 
scheme of publicity that will assure 
success. During a discussion of the 
church press Dr. McGlothlin, of the 
Southern Baptist Theological semi- 
nary, introduced resolutions direct- 
ing that the Sunday school, home 
and foreign mission boards be em- 
powered to provide al]l pastors with 
copies of the Home and Field r:g- 
ularly, and that state and district 
associations take up the distribu- 
tion of state denominational papers. 
allotting to each association a cer- 
tain number of subscriptions to be 
raised. The resolution was amend- 
ed by Dr. E. C. Routh, editor of The 
Texas Baptist Standard, to the ef- 
fect that a committee of five beap- 
pointed to consider the advisability 
of creating a Baptist news bureau. 
The press resolution, with’ the 
amendments, was passed. 

Another far-reaching measure 
taken up Thursday was the proposal 
that a great North American Baptist 
conference should be held soon, in 
which Baptists from the south, from 
the north, Canada, Mexico and Ja- 
maica and two negro conventions in 
the south, should gather and discuss 
the problems of the denomination 
at this era of the world’s history, 
for eliciting thought and gaining 
information as to how the denom- 
ination might best promote its in- 
terests. The representatives attend- 
ing the great conference from this 
convention will be empowered to 
act for the convention in all mat- 
ters. 

Dr. White to Speak. 
A prominent feature of the delib-

Since there has been failure to get 
this desired harmony, this conven- 
tion will proceed alone in the ef- 
fort. During the discussion of tne 
subject Dr. J. W. Bailey, a negro 
evangelist employed by the home 
mission board, spoke to the conven- 
tion, and assured the convention tnat 
in no other way could the southern 
Baptists help the colored race so 
much as by the erection of a sem- 
inary for training negro leaders and 
preachers.

FOR A BUDGET SYSTEM. 


The United States Chamber of 
Commerce, at its recent convention 
in St. Louis, enlisted in the nation- 
spay campaign being waged in be- 


eral government. 

While in taking that action the 
national chamber simp.y joined 
forces with the sentiment of the 
country similarly committed, it 
carries with it the tremendous 
weight of the more than a thousand 
chambers of commerce, boards of 
trade nd commercial clubs affil- 
iated with it, extending from coast 
to coast. 

Commercial bodies, business men 
and political economists every- 
where, have long since become dis- 
satisfied, if not disgusted, with the 
‘slipshod, devil-may-care, pork-barrel 
system under which federal expen- 
ditures have been made and the 
people’s tax moneys administered 
by the government from its incep- 
tion down to the present day. 

Efforts galore have been made to 

effect a change, and a number of 
excellent ‘bills have tk.en_ intro- 
duced in congress intended to in- 
ject business sense and business 
methods into the government’s 
method of conducting its fiscal af- 
fairs, but thus far such activities 
have come to naught. 
Just why, nobody seems to know; 
but The New York World charges 
it to congressional “inertia.” It 
said in a recent editorial, com- 
mending the action taken by the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, that— 

“The only obstacle to the budget 
System is the inertia of congress. 
By long habit congress is wedded 
to methods that are unbusinesslike, 
unscientific and improvident. In 
debate it has admitted the justice of 
the criticisms leveled against it by 
its own members, but always when 
the opportunity arrived it has 
proved itself incapable of making 
the effort by which a change must 
be effected. Through a sheer indis- 
position to act it continues to defy 
common sense and experience.” 

As The World further declares, 
“there is nothing radical in the 
proposal that the budget system be 
made a fixture;” that “it calls for 
no surrender of the nower of con- 
gress”’--although undoubtedly it 
does call for a measure of curtail- 
ment of the  scandal- producing 
“pork-barrel” distribution of fed- 
eral moneys— but, “on the con- 
trary,” continues Th. World, “it 
would simplify the legislators’ work 
and lighten their labors.” 

And it would put the federal gov- 
ernment upon a basis of sound, 
common sense disbursement of 
funds, and commit it to a system of 
conducting its current financial af- 
fairs similar to that under which 
most of the states, practically all 
of the cities and all important and 
successful private business corpor- 
ations in the country, are now oper- 
ating.

SHOULD TYPHOID GO TO GOURT? 

Nearly everyone understands now- 
adays that typhoid fever is the filth 
disease and hence a disease for 
which someone is to blame in each 
and every instance. This under- 
standing is coming to have a dignity 
that forces it upon the attention of 
even those who consider sanitation 
and hygiene mere pastimes or fads 
for a few doctors and other freaks, 
for every little while some aggriev- 
ed person is taking his typhoid into 
court and demanding balm from the 
responsible or guilty person. And 
what is more interesting still, the 
victim is succeeding in obtaining 
the balm in generous measure. It is 
the highest compliment I can pay 
to our courts to say that they do 
occasionally see the woods notwith- 
standing all the trees. 


If a contractor takes a number of 
workmen out on a job and houses 
them as part of his .payment for 


labor, and then furnishes them wa- 
ter which happens to come from a 
polluted source, such men as come 
down with typhoid fever within 
three weeks certainly have a claim 
against the contractor which wil) 
receive a respectful hearing in court. 
Numerous judgments have been ren- 
dered for damages in such cases, 
But, if the contractor tells his men 
that the working conditions may 
possibly subject them to the risk of 
infection with typhoid and that he 
will not be responsible in case any 
man fails to immunize against tv- 
phoid before beginning work, then 
there is another side of the story. 
It is up to the man to protect him- 
self, to defend himself to a reason- 
able degree. That he can do without 
risk, without pain, and without ex- 
pense as a rule (if his city or vyil- 
lage health department is a live one) 
by taking the typhoid-prophylactic,

If the verbal or written contract 
between employer and employee or

“It is impossible for any one that 
has not seen a plague of locusts 
to realize their size and numbers 
and the horrors of living for weeks 
at a time in a country where locusts 
fly into your face, enter your house, 
and even drop into your food. 

“A south wind blew, and the lo- 
custs came. They were probably 
the same sort as in the days of Pha- 
raoh and the plague. At first they 
came in smallswarms. Men, women 
and children were impressed to help 
battle against this terrible foe, for 
wherever the locusts alight nothing 
green remains when they pass on. 

“The fertile plain, rich vineyards, 
and the verdure are in a few hours 
turned into a barren desert, with 
only stumps and tree trunks with 
the leaves gone and the bark all 
off. 

“It was a curious sight to see hun- 
dreds of Arab and Spanish laborers, 
overseers, and even wealthy French 
landowners themselves, and semi- 
naked Arab children walking abreast 
in an almost straight line, 
beat#ng an old wooden pail, an emp- 
ty box, a vegetable can, or a drum 
and blowing a tin trumpet or twirl- 
ing a policeman’s rattle. Each per- 
son walks into a furrow to himself, 
and the deafening noise Keeps the 
locusts from settling. Frequently 
the owners of the plantations build

POWER CASE RULING 


The Georgia supreme court on 
Thursday upheld the Fulton supe-

D. F. Weaver Tells Story 
Of Battle Waged on 
Peachtree, Where Line 
Of: Blue Was Halted 


For a Time.

Millions of people have passed up 
Peachtree since that far-away time 
when it emerged from a pioneer’s 
trail to a country road and then to 
the central artery of a great me- 
tropolis, on millions of errands, 
but when D. F. Weaver, aged con- 
federate veteran of Weaver, .- la., 
passed by Thursday afternoon 
searching for the spot where his 
foot was severed by a cannon ball in 
64, another intersting incident was 
added to its history. 

His story of the battle of Atlanta 
with its slow-firing musketry, brok- 
en by the occasional boom of the 
cannon, sounds like the narration 
of a pre-historic incident, after hear- 
ing so many stories of rattling ma- 
chine guns and shrieking shr ‘nels 
from the young fighters; but there is 
evidences of the same spirit that 
took the young through 
Argonne and the German line at St.

The board announced that its find- 
ing implicated in addition to Me- 
Anally, Harold Lackey, a discharged 
| officer, and Myron E. Lackey, a dis-

| are said to have gone to California. 
| It was announced that a special 
| courtmartial was convened to try 
Private McAnally. .The result of the 
court-martial, following military 
precedent, is not expected to be made 
public here until approved at Wash- 
ington. 

The monument to Major Wirz, a 
' native of Switzerland, was painted 
| in German colors one night recently, 
'the perpetrators of the deed appar- 
ently thinking he was of German 
birth. Army officers today took the 
ground that ghe act was one of 
“mischievousness, and not of mal- 
ice.” No announcement was made 
here as to what, if any, steps are 
contemplated at Souther field against 
the two discharged soldiers. Chap- 
ters of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy at Andersonville and at 
Americus have taken the matter up 
with the war department.

Republican Steering Com-

Hold Meetings Today. - 


Washington, May 15.—Meetings of 
the republican steering committee 
and the committee on committees 
will be held tomorrow to consider 
final action before the party con- 
ference to be held Saturday night. 

The steering committee will take up 
the proposal to remove several house 
jobs from the patronage roll, Repre- 
sentative Mondell, of Wyoming, re- 
publican leader, announced. The 
committee also will discuss the ad- 
visability of asking the party con- 
ference to make a general declara- 
tion of policies regarding legislative 
work in congress. 

The meeting of the committee on 
committees, called to consider fill- 
ing a number of republican vacan- 
cies on unimportant committees, 
probably will be marked by another 
contest over the proposal to increase 
the personnel of the steering com- 
mittee. Supporters of the proposal 
also plan to submit it to the party 
conference, expecting that tomor- 
row’s meeting will see repeated a 
former decision of the committee 
that it was bound by party confer- 
ence to select a committee of five, 
instead of nine, as favored by Rep- 
resentative Longworth, of Ohio, and 
others. Opponents of the plan, who 
are regarded as being in the ma- 
jority on the committee on commit- 
tees, said today that they would 
fight the proposal not only at the 
committee meeting, but also at the 
party conference. Suggestions that 
a bitter factional fight would be de- 
veloped in the conference, however, 
were discounted today by both sup- 
porters and opponents of the pro- 
posed change. 

Democrats to Meet. 

House democrats who also will 
hold their party conference Sat- 
urday will elect a party leader. 
While som®é opposition to Champ 
Clark is expected, his supporters 
declared today that he would win 
easily. Representative Kitchin, of 
North Carolina, democratic floor 
leader in the last congress, will pre- 
sent the former speaker’s name to 


the democratic conference. He said 
that few democrats would oppose Mr. 
Clark, while other supporters said 
that anti-Clark democrats had failed 
in their effort to get party leaders, 
including members of the national 
committee, to indorse their fight. 
The democratic conference :.lso is

CASUALTIES OF U. S. 
PLACED AT 286,044 


Washington, May  15.—Revised 
figures made public today by the 
War department showed that the 
total casualties of the American ex- 
peditionary forces during the war 
was 286,044. Battle deaths num- 
bered 48,909, and the _ total of 
wounded was placed at 237,135, with 
the explanation that this represent- 
ed a duplication of about 7,000 by 
reason of the fact that many men 
were wounded more than once.

NAVY’S BIG BLIMP 
ESCAPES MOORING

and it was decided to deflate the en- 
velope. 

Mechanics who were working on 
the engines were ordered to aban- 
don ship and all but Lieutenants 
Little and R. A. D. Preston and Chief 
Machinist’s Mate J J. Crampton 
went overside. As the ship contin- 
ued to buck, Lieutenant Little or- 
dered the other two to leave. He 
was endeavoring meanwhile to pull 
the rip cord and deflate the envel- 
ope. 

Thrashed wildly by the wind, the 
gas bag rebounded and every stay 
snapped. Lieutenant Little gave an- 
other tug at the rip cord and it 
broke. He leaped from. the ship 
with the end of the rope in his hand 
as the big bag rose and soared off. 

When last sighted from shore the 
C-5 was disappearing toward the 
northeast. 

The log of the airship was saved 
by Chief Machinist’s Mate Crampton 
as he leaped overside just before it 
broke away. | 

St. Johns, N. F., May 15.—The 
United States navy dirigible C-5, 
which escaped from its moorings 
here this afternoon, dropped into 
the sea about 85 miles off shore, 
according to radio messages re- 
ceived tonight by the cruiser Chi- 
cago from an unidentifie@ British 
steamship. 7 

The steamship said it was stand- 
ing by the dirigible. The destroyer 
Edwards, which went out in pursuit 
of the blimp after it was blown to 
sea, was notified by wireless of its 
position and started at once to sal- 


vage the airship. 
The loss of the blimp was a bit- 


ter disappointment to Lieutenant 
Commander Emery W. Coil and his 
crew of five. Despite a heavy fog 
and unfavorable weather, they had 
brought the big ship over a 1,300- 
mile course from Montauk Point 
with a performance record which 
they were confident would have 
brought the coveted order from the 
navy department to attempt the 
overseas flight, : 

“Well, we've lost a chance to be 
heroes and the navy has lost a 
sweet little ship,” said Commander 
Coil, when he was told of the C-5’s 
escape. 

The C-5, he said, had performed 
perfectly on the trip from Montauk 
Point and only final authorization 
from Washington, a routine inspec- 
tion of the engines and replenisn- 
ment of fuel and supplies, the avia- 
tors had believed, stood between 
them and the transatlantic flight. 

Although the C-5 performed “per- 
fectly” the weather “did not per- 
form nearly so well,” one of the crew 
said. 

‘Ship Stood on End. 

“It was the roughest ride I’ve ever 
had,” he declared, “but this was due 
to the ‘bumpy’ condition of the at- 
mosphere, not to the ship.” 

At times, he continued, the winds 
careened the big ship until its en- 
gines stood on end and stopped, but 
as soon as the ship righted itself, 
the motors went to work again. 

The dirigible was “lost” in the fog 
for a time this morning over Avalon 
peninsula, the southeastern point of 
Newfoundland. For two hours she 
cruised about, seeking the landing 
field here which was known to the 
crew only by radio description. 
Radio directions received from the 
base served only to complicate the 
situation, for while the base was 
sending the bearings of the sending 
station, from the C-5, the C-5’s navi- 
gators interpreted them as the C-6’s 
bearings from the station. 

Eventually, Commander Coil sight- 
ed a narrow gauge road which he 
followed to St, Johns. The town of 
Topsail was then recognized and a 
direct course was laid which took 


the narrow mouth of the harbor, for 
the dirigible over Signal Harbor and 
a sharp turn north. through Cuck- 
old’s cove toward Quidividi valley. 

Lieutenant J. V. Lawrence was at

elicited exclamations of apprecia- 
tion from British airmen who had 
gathered to welcome the airship. 

Rear Admiral Spencer 8S. Wood, 
commander of the aviation base, met 
Lieutenant Commander Coll as the 
latter stepped from the C-5’s na- 
celle. 

Commander Coil gave much of the 
credit for the flight from Montauk 
Point to his pilots, Lieutenant Law- 
rence and Ensign D. P. Campbell. 
The cold during the trip, he said, was 
almost numbing at times, but the 
pilots had hung on gamely although 
they were compelled to divide their 
turns at the wheel tnto short shifts. 
The ship occasionally made as high 
as 70 miles an hour, though the av- 
erage for the trip was only 48 miles, 
The direct course from Montauk was 
1,200 miles, but an additional 100 
miles was traversed in seeking the 
landing place after reaching the 
Newfoundland coast. 

WARSHIP HUNTS 
FOR AIRSHIP. | 

Washington, 
department announced late today 
that the destroyer Edwards was 
proceeding from St. Johns, N. F., 
with naval aviation experts aboard 
in search of the navy dirigible C-5, 
which broke from its moorings at 
Pleasantville, N. F., this afternoon 
and drifted to sea. The command- 
ing officer of the destroyer has 
been ordered to bring the dirigible 
down with anti-aircraft guns if it 
is located. : 

Information to the navy depart- 
ment of the loss of the C-5 and 
subsequent efforts to capture it was 
sent from the U. S. S. Chicago, sta- 
tion ship at St. John’s, as follows: 

“Dirigible C-5 broke adrift from 
moorings Pleasantville. Rip cord 
broke. No one on board. No casual- 
ties. U. S. S. Edwards proceeding 
in northeasterly direction, ten per- 
sons, with instructions to assist and 
bring down with anti-aircraft fire.” 

Navy department officials, were 

greatly disappointed at the acci- 
ent to the C-5 which has abruptly 
erminated plans for sending the 
dirigible across the Atlantic in the 
wake of the seaplanes starting from 
Trepassey Bay. It was said imme- 
diately upon receipt of the official 
reports, hoWever, that the attempt 
to cross the Atlantic with a dirigi- 
ble of the same type would not be 
abandoned, but that another ship 
would be made ready to take the 
place of the C-5, which probably 
will be practically a total loss.

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Westminster Abbey 
Scene of Tribute 
To Edith Cavell 


London, May 15.—England paid 
tribute to Edith Cavell, the English 
nurse, executed by the Germans at 
Brussels, October 12, 1915,-here to- 
day, when her body, en route from 
Brussels to her native city of Nor- 
wich, was taken to Westminster 
Abbey for an impressive memoria! 
service. 

It was a public funeral, in which 
it seemed every resident of 
great metropolis endeavored to par- 
ticipate. The streets through which 
the cortege moved were congested 
with crowds ,and every inch of 
standing room in the neighborhood 
of the abbey was occupied by a 
densely massed multitude which 
was eager to do reverent homage 
to “that brave woman,” as the 
bishop of London described her, 
“who deserves a great deal from 
the British empire.” 

The congregation at the abbey in- 


cluded high officials of the govern- | 


ment, representatives of foreign 
countries and men prominent in 
many walks of life. King George 
Was represented by the Earl of 
Athlone, brother of Queen Mary. 
The service was conducted by the 
dean of Westminster. The service, 
Which began at noon, lasted half 
an hour. The procession left the 


abbey to the strains of Chopin's fu- 
neral march, and proceeded to the 
Station, Where the coffin of plain 


oak, was placed on a train for Nor-’ 


wich. 
On the coffin was the simple in- 


scription: 
“Edith Cavell, 
“Born December 4, 1865. 
“Died October 12, 1915.” 

At Norwich it was placed ona 
&un carriage and was taken to Nor- 
wich cathedral. The service, which 
was officially dGesignated “For the 
funeral of Edith Cavell, a nurse whu 
gave her life for her countrymen,” 
followed. 

While the hymn, “A Brief L'‘fe Is 
Here Our Portion,” was being sung, 
the procession formed for the march 
to the graveside. There the latter 
portion of the burial service was 
conducted by the bishop, and the 
hymn, “Abide With Me,” which Miss 
Cavell repeated shortly before her 
execution by the Germans, was 
sung. The benediction was then 
pronounced and the bugle sounded 
the last post. 

The funeral! party, which accom- 
panied the body from Brussels to 
Norwich, included eight members of 
Miss Cavell’s family and promine °t
